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PREFACE 


The material presented in this work has been collected over a period of 
almost thirty years, and it might be in order to explain why it has taken so 
long, and why a student of philosophy and its history came to undertake it 
in the first place. When I began to study the philosophy of Marsilio Ficino in 
1931, I soon realized that it was necessary to examine the contemporary 
manuscripts of his writings. A first short visit to the libraries of Rome and 
Florence in 1933 was followed by a continuous residence in Italy from 1934 
to 1939, which offered me the opportunity to explore the manuscript collections 
of those two cities, as well as of many other Italian libraries, on a somewhat 
larger scale. The first result was my Supplementum Ficinianum (1937) which 
included many unpublished writings of Ficino, contemporary letters, and 
documents relating to his work and activities. Having become aware of the 
great wealth of unpublished and even unknown writings of the Italian humanists 
and philosophers of the Renaissance period, I proposed that some of the more 
interesting texts should be edited in a special series. The result of the approval 
of this plan by the late Senator Giovanni Gentile and by the late Leo S. Olschki, 
the publisher, was the Nuova Collezione di Testi Umanistici Inediti o Rari, 
published, with the active collaboration of Alessandro Perosa and many other 
scholars, under the auspices of the Scuola Normale Superiore in Pisa. It was 
in connection with this series that I first began to go more or less systematically 
through the printed and handwritten catalogues of Italian and other manuscript 
collections, and to look at as many interesting manuscripts as possible, in 
order to make sure that no manuscripts containing the writings of Renaissance 
philosophers or humanists should be overlooked. When I moved from Italy to 
the United States in 1939, I was able to take with me my extensive notes and 
files, but since I was cut off from the manuscripts themselves by the war, my 
material lay dormant for a number of years. When I met the late Fritz Saxl in 
1945, I told him of my material, and it was thanks to his foresight and interest 
that the plan for the present work emerged and took pretty much its final 
shape. Saxl proposed that I should publish under the auspices of the Warburg 
Institute a list and description of the Renaissance manuscripts which I had 
located or seen in Italian and other libraries, omitting those that were already 
described in printed catalogues. When I began to edit my material, I discovered 
many gaps and deficiencies in it. This was partly due to my lack of experience, 
partly to the fact that my notes were originally not taken to be published as 
such, but merely as data for a personal file and as Icads for further research. 
Moreover, my interests had shifted, and in a way, expanded. Through my 
association with Ernest Moody and John H. Randall, I became more interested 
in Renaissance Aristotelianism, and especially in Pomponazzi. I did extensive 
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work on the intellectual history of the Italian universities, and on the medieval 
antecedents of Renaissance humanism and thought. I also became involved in 
the Catalogus Translationwn et Commentariorwn. Hence it became necessary 
for me to review and to supplement the material collected before the war, and 
an attempt to do so was made on several journeys, undertaken in 1949, 1952, 
1955, and 1958, each of which lasted for a number of months. I revisited most 
of the Italian libraries in which I had worked before the war, went through 
their catalogues and inventories for a second or third time, improved many of 
my old descriptions, and examined a large number of additional manuscripts. 
Moreover, I extended my investigations to many other libraries, and above 
all, I was able to visit many of the more important manuscript collections 
in other European countries, and to ascertain their holdings as far as they had 
not been described in printed catalogues. I also visited libraries in the United 
States for the same purpose at various times, and collected information by 
correspondence from more distant places which I was unable to visit. An 
obvious by-product of these investigations was the bibliographical list of 
printed and handwritten catalogues of Latin manuscript books, which was 
first published in two instalments in Traditio, vols. VI (1949) and IX (1952), 
and in a thoroughly revised form as a book, under the title Latin Manuscript 
Books before 1600 (1960). 

The purpose of the present work has been to do for Renaissance thought and 
humanism what has been done by others over the last few centuries for such 
fields as classical, patristic and medieval literature, for hagiography and 
liturgy, and especially for the historical documents and chronicles of the 
Middle Ages, that is, to give a list of manuscript sources potentially useful for 
a further study of the subject. The title /ter [talicum was chosen, in consultation 
with Saxl, to emphasize the link with a scholarly tradition that traces its origin 
through Pflugk-Hartung and Blume back to Gerbert, Zaccaria, Montfaucon 
and Mabillon, to mention only a few who used the same or a similar title for 
their works. I hope the choice of this title may not appear pretentious or immo- 
dest. An alternative title, Bibliotheca humanistica manuscripta, was considered 
and discarded. The title /ter Italicum may appear inappropriate, now that a 
substantial part of the work will cover libraries outside Italy. Yet apart from 
the fact that the Italian section remains by far the largest of all, the retention 
of the title may also be justified by the fact that a large part of the material 
in other libraries is of Italian provenance or relevant to the study of the Italian 
Renaissance. 

The method followed in collecting the material usually was to start from 
the available sources, from printed catalogues or from data supplied by other 
scholars; to write to the libraries for further information; and finally to visit 
any library which appeared to have important holdings not adequately described 
in printed catalogues. During my visit to a library, I followed the procedure 
recommended by Bertalot and Mercati,! that is, I first perused whatever

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catalogues or inventories were available on the spot, and then inspected and 
described as many relevant manuscripts as my time permitted. In other words, 
the aim has been not merely to make chance discoveries of individual texts or 
manuscripts that might be announced as news in learned journals (although 
my material does include quite a few such discoveries), but to cover the entire 
field as completely as the state of my knowledge and of present scholarship 
would permit. 

I am sorry I cannot convey to those who may refer to this work the unfor- 
gettable experiences that went with its preparation: the many beautiful sights 
and personal encounters which accompanied it, the numerous odd episodes, 
the tension of the search, and the surprise of the discoveries. The body of this 
work includes only the dry and condensed results of my investigation, which 
cannot be expected to evoke in any reader the same vivid recollections as in 
the compiler. 

The present work is conceived primarily as a finding list for certain texts, 
and the main emphasis is on the textual content of the manuscripts listed, as 
against their script and decoration, external appearance, provenance and 
history. The content has also supplied the main criteria by which the material 
has been selected, and by which particular manuscripts, or types of manuscripts, 
have been included or excluded. These criteria are not too easy to describe, and 
they may appear to some extent arbitrary. When I speak of humanistic manu- 
scripts of the Renaissance, I have in mind primarily philosophical, scholarly 
and literary manuscripts in Latin that were copied during the period between 
1300 and 1600 and contain the writings of scholars who were active during 
that period. Since Renaissance humanism and philosophy had their origin 
and centre in Italy, the emphasis on Italian authors may appear to some extent 
justified. The material thus defined constitutes the core of what I have been 
trying to collect, and for this type of material I have aimed at completeness. 
As a rule, I exclude documents, statutes and chronicles, religious and liturgical 
works, vernacular poetry and literature in Italian and other languages, technical 
treatises on law and theology, on the sciences and on the arts, as well as musical 
compositions, drawings and maps. Yet I have decided to include selected 
manuscripts from many of these areas because their authors or addressees or 
literary genres seem to connect them with the main stream of the humanistic 
and philosophic culture of the Renaissance period. Works by classical, patristic 
and medieval authors have been largely excluded. Exceptions have been made 
for manuscripts copied or owned by noted Renaissance scholars, and above 
all, Latin translations from the Greek, and Latin commentaries on classical 
Greek and Latin writers have been included, as far as possible. Moreover, the 
chronological limits of the Renaissance have been occasionally exceeded. 
I have listed some manuscripts written before 1300 for Latin translations and 
commentaries of the classics, for certain works on medicine and rhetoric, or 
for texts that seem to illustrate the medieval antecedents of the humanism and 
scholasticism and of the university learning of the Italian Renaissance. At the 
other end, I have listed some philosophical and scientific texts of the early 
seventeenth century. All these materials are marginal in terms of the definition 
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offered above, and no completeness has been intended or attained for them. 
In selecting them, I have been frankly guided by my own scholarly interests, 
and sometimes by those of my friends and associates. On the whole, I have 
tended to sin on the side of inclusiveness, especially in the case of libraries 
that are relatively unknown or difficult of access. Yet I have also excluded 
many manuscripts that I had originally listed or even seen because they seemed 
to be irrelevant to the topic of this list, even when broadly understood. For my 
main intent has been to disclose the existence of material and of sources that 
are potentially interesting to the student of Renaissance thought and learning. 

The selection of the material has been determined by an important additional 
consideration which is entirely external to that of relevance: the purpose of 
this list has been to supplement, and not to repeat, the information contained 
in adequate printed catalogues of manuscript collections. There seemed to be 
no point in listing once more the manuscripts described by Bandini, in the 
Vatican catalogues, or in Mazzatinti, to mention but a few Italian examples. 
Hence I have even deleted many descriptions that have become unnecessary 
through the publication of recent catalogues. I include a manuscript described 
in a printed catalogue only in those cases where I am able to add to its table 
of contents, or to supply its actual shelf mark, and I repeat printed catalogues 
only in those instances where they are unindexed or incomplete, patently 
inadequate or extremely rare, or when they fail to give the actual shelf marks. 
Even a checklist of humanistic manuscripts described in printed catalogues 
would go beyond the scope of the present work, desirable as it would obviously 
be for Renaissance scholars. For a full list of these printed catalogues I must 
refer the reader to my bibliography. Though I exclude manuscripts described 
in printed catalogues of compact collections, | include those that are described 
only in catalogues of scattered manuscripts, such as those of the former 
Corvinus, Sforza and Aragon collections. And I freely repeat information 
offered by the handwritten inventories or indices available to the reader in the 
various libraries, and cite them scrupulously as my source, especially for those 
manuscripts which I have been unable to examine mysclf. Since these hand- 
written or typed inventories may legitimatcly also be called catalogues, I should 
like to explain that I am thinking exclusively of printed catalogues when I refer 
in the title of this work to uncatalogued or insufficiently catalogued manuscripts. 

Since a catalogue of manuscripts implies a rather massive scholarly achieve- 
ment, I am intentionally calling this work a list rather than a catalogue. For 
it is my purpose to provide leads and starting points for further enquiry, but 
not to give that exhaustive information about the appearance and history, or 
even about the content, of a manuscript that we have the right to expect from 
a catalogue worthy of the name. The present list can hope even less to compete 
with the work done by the editor of a text, or the author of a monograph or a 
comprchensive study. As a mere list, this work is in a sense a bibliography, 
and even an “‘enumcrative’’ bibliography. Yet I hope it is not repetitive, like 
those given in certain dissertations or survey articles that tend to perpetuate 
our ignorance rather than to extend our knowledge; and consequently it 
could not have been accomplished by a computer, as a young friend once 
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suggested. If this listing of manuscripts must be classified as bibliography, 
it might deserve to be distinguished from the common kind as ‘depth biblio- 
graphy”. 

In the actual presentation of the material, a topographical arrangement has 
been adopted, beginning with Italy and the Vatican, which constitute by far 
the largest section, and continuing with the other countries in the alphabetical 
order of their names in English. The present volume contains about half of 
the Italian material. Within each country, the material is arranged by cities, 
libraries and collections, following for the cities and libraries the alphabetical 
sequence of their names in the language of the country concerned, and for the 
collections usually the order of their aqcuisition. The term collection is here 
used in the specific sense of a group of manuscripts, often of common proven- 
ance, that is kept as a distinct unit within a given larger library ( fondsin French, 
or fondo in Italian), usually with separate shelf marks and a separate inventory, 
as distinct from the entire “collection” of a library, or from the “collection” 
(or even fonds or fondo) that has been reconstructed from the scattered holdings 
of one or several libraries, but no longer exists as a separate unit. The topo- 
graphical order adopted, though quite external to the subject matter, has many 
advantages: it lays open the actual basis on which this work rests, including its 
possible gaps; it avoids all ambiguities concerning the location and shelf marks 
of the manuscripts; and it puts before us, at least implicitly, many instructive 
details of cultural history and geography. An attempt to arrange the material 
by authors or subjects would have left many loopholes, as the experience of 
several subject catalogues shows, and would have run into insuperable diffic- 
ulties with the miscellaneous manuscripts. Each volume will be supplied with 
a full index of names, and it should be easy to find the writings of a given 
author, if he appears in this list. 

Within each collection or fondo, the material has been divided into two 
distinct sections, indicated by the headings Excerpts and Descriptions, res- 
pectively. By descriptions I mean the reports on those manuscripts which were 
actually inspected by me, or in some instances, as clearly indicated, by other 
scholars. The excerpts, on the other hand, are based almost entirely on such 
handwritten or typed inventories or card files as may be available in the 
respective libraries. The descriptions, though probably full of errors and 
omissions, are obviously more reliable than the excerpts; and the ideal solution 
would have been to inspect all potentially relevant manuscripts and to give no 
excerpts, but only descriptions. Since the factors of time and distance made 
this impossible, I felt that the reader had a right to be told in each instance 
whether I have seen a manuscript, or merely relied on a description made by 
somebody else. After some deliberation, it seemed best to divide the material 
for each collection into two separate lists, rather than to make frequent use 
of asterisks, which would have been the source of numerous errors and ambi- 
guities. 

The excerpts and descriptions concerning each collection have usually been 
arranged according to shelf marks, but in some instances the excerpts follow 
a different sequence, usually alphabetical, in accordance with the handwritten 
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inventories from which they were taken. These handwritten inventories have 
been consistently indicated, with their original titles, as the sources for the 
excerpts which I am offering. This will not only facilitate a verification of my 
data, and a correction of my errors and omissions, but also serve as a tribute 
to the modest and often anonymous compilers of these inventories, to whom 
every scholar visiting the library is deeply indebted. For whatever their short- 
comings (and they are often grave), these inventories hold the key to their 
respective collection and provide the obvious starting point for any study of 
its manuscripts. The instances where a collection has no inventory or index at 
all, and where the visitor has to handle each manuscript to get a rough idea of 
its content, loom large in popular imagination but are actually quite rare, and 
usually occur only in small and neglected collections. 

Since the inventories are often vague or misleading, it has happened that 
I was prompted to inspect manuscripts that turned out not to be relevant to 
my project. In order to indicate that I considered and eliminated them, and to 
spare other scholars in my field needless work, I list them according to their 
shelf marks in a footnote appended to the name of the library. I do not, 
however, mention those smaller libraries that were visited by me (or, in Spain, 
by Professor Eugenio Massa) with negative results, although this might have 
been desirable for similar reasons. 

In the descriptions, I always give the present shelf mark of a manuscript, 
and sometimes its former shelf marks or provenance. I always indicate whether 
it is written on parchment or paper and trv to establish the approximate date, 
and sometimes the place, of the copy. When the manuscript is given as mis- 
cellaneous (misc.), this usually means that it contains other texts, besides those 
I list. I indicate as often as possible the total number of folios in a manuscript. 
Unfortunately, many manuscripts show no folio numbers, and I never had 
time or leave to add them. My references for each manuscript are limited to 
printed catalogues, or to studies that contain a description of the manuscript. 
The fact that I cite a catalogue or study does not mean that I merely repeat it, 
or that it contains all data given by me. It often does not, especially when I 
add the sign Cf. to the reference. No attempt has been made to cite all studies 
or editions in which a given manuscript may be mentioned, which would have 
been a formidable task. This list is primarily a supplementary tool of research, 
and the task of finding out whether a given manuscript has been studied or 
published must be left in most instances to those who use this work, in con- 
junction with other reference works and monographs, for a specific piece of 
research. The main part of a description of a manuscript is a table of its contents. 
In the case of miscellaneous manuscripts, this table usually omits the texts 
that do not fall within my scope. Wherever possible I have tried to indicate 
on which folios a given text is to be found (although this is obviously impossible 
in the case of manuscripts which have no folio numbers). In indicating the 
folio numbers, I understand by f. 37 only the recto page of a folio, and usually 
indicate the verso page as f.37v. In the case of the Auctor anonymus (by far 
the most prolific author of world literature and the most diversified), I have 
tried to reduce his oeuvre as often as possible and have indicated the author, 
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when ascertained, in parentheses. Yet I have left many texts anonymous that 
may and should eventually be identified, for our resources for identification 
in the field of Renaissance humanism and philosophy are still quite imperfect 
and will continue to be so as long as L. Bertalot’s large index of incipits of 
humanistic literature remains inaccessible. In the case of the larger anonymous 
texts, I have given the incipit whenever possible, and the index will list the 
anonymous texts separately according to their subject or title, to facilitate 
future identification. I may have skipped many short anonymous pieces that 
should have been included, and have not attempted to give separate incipits 
for each anonymous letter or poem that may occur in a miscellaneous manu- 
script. I have used the well known catalogues of incipits (Vattasso, Little, 
Thorndike and Kibre, Mohan), partly for identification and partly for elimina- 
tion. For the latter purpose, I received much help from the unpublished 
catalogue of incipits of classical Latin writers, placed at my disposal by Mlle. 
J. Vielliard of the Institut de Recherches et d’Histoire des Textes in Paris. 
In the case of collections of humanist letters and poems, I usually give a list 
of the more interesting persons to whom some of the pieces are addressed; and 
I indicate, in the case of longer works, to whom the prefaces or accompanying 
letters are directed, for I know from my own experience that this information 
is potentially useful for many problems of biography and literary history. 
I give some information on copyists and former owners of manuscripts, on 
illumination and bindings, but do not try to be complete in this respect and 
must apologize if I often disappoint bibliographers and art historians for that 
reason. I especially regret that I offer so little help to palaeographers for a 
study of the various types of script that were used during the Renaissance 
period, some of which are even known by the names humanistic and Italic. 
Apart from my own obtuseness in such matters, I am under the impression 
that the scripts of the Renaissance period have been neglected even by pro- 
fessional palaeographers, and that a detailed study of these scripts has been 
barely initiated by B. L. Ullman and others within the last few years, that is, 
at a time when it was too late for me to profit from it for most of the material 
presented in this work. In the descriptions. and sometimes in the excerpts, I 
have tried always to give credit to those librarians or other scholars who were 
good enough to supply me with part of the information, or who even called my 
attention to the existence of a manuscript which I had previously overlooked. 
I approve the more meticulous practice which our time is following in this 
matter as compared with previous generations. 

If this work is full of shortcomings, of errors and omissions, I am more 
conscious of these than any future critic can be, and am prepared to take the 
blame and responsibility. All I may say in excuse is that it seemed better to 
offer an imperfect collection of material that may be corrected and supple- 
mented by others rather than to give up the whole enterprise. Moreover, the 
obstacles and difficulties with which this project has had to contend were 
considerable, as anybody who has had experience in manuscript research will 
easily confirm. My opportunities for travelling and for working in the various 
libraries were ample, but always limited. Many libraries are oper but for short 
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hours, and even these short hours are sometimes interrupted by holidays, or 
cannot be fully utilized because the responsible librarian happens to be away, 
or because some manuscripts, or the key to a shelf, have been mislaid. Enthu- 
siasm and curiosity will compensate the visitor for dust and poor light, for 
uncomfortable heat or cold, and even for a lack of sitting or writing space, 
especially in smaller libraries. Yet he is always in a hurry because the library 
is closing, and his bus or train or plane is leaving the next day, or even the same 
day. I always managed to go through the catalogues and inventories of a 
library, but I rarely saw all its interesting manuscripts. Once the material had 
been located, further information could be obtained by means of correspond- 
ence and microfilms. While I am most grateful to the many librarians who 
answered my queries and requests, there are a few instances when their replies 
have reached me rather late, or not at all. 

More serious are the faults due to the condition of the material, and to the 
limitations of my own knowledge. There are some collections for which no 
inventories aie available, or which can be explored only with the help of huge 
indices or card files which would quickly answer a few specific queries, but 
which cannot possibly be gone through within a reasonable amount of time. 
In such instances, the information I give will be even spottier than usual, and 
this applies to such important collections as the recent acquisitions of the 
Vatican, or the National Libraries in Madrid and Lisbon. Where I had to 
depend on indices or alphabetical inventories, I was unable to get a clear 
picture of miscellaneous manuscripts without actually inspecting them, since 
each text is listed in a separate place, often without clear indication of the 
sequence. Topographical inventories, that is, inventories arranged by shelf 
marks, give a much clearer picture both of the individual manuscripts and of 
the entire collection, but they vary greatly in quality. Some of them are very 
sketchy, do not give even the approximate age of a manuscript, indicate only 
a part of its content, or fail to distinguish between manuscripts and printed 
books. In one important collection, many manuscripts were merely described 
as miscellaneous, and it was not even possible to determine which of them 
were relevant to my work without examining them, at least for a short moment. 
There is a large area of marginal collections, easy to overlook and difficult to 
handle. Individual manuscripts of the type that interests me, and even entire 
collections, ate found in archives and in museums, as well as in libraries. Even 
within the well known libraries, certain categories of material may escape 
attention, such as certain fondi minori (it sometimes took me decades to learn 
about some of them, even in libraries in which I felt very much at home), or 
Printed books with manuscript notes, or collections of letters and autographs. 
In libraries wher« the ccllection is divided according to languages, my main 
attention has been directed to the Latin and to the Italian manuscripts. I 
gradually learned, however, that relevant Latin texts may appear in miscella- 
neous manuscripts that are classified as Greek or French or Spanish or German, 
and these Latin sections are often poorly described or even omitted in the 
printed or handwritten catalogues. Manuscripts owned by private collectors or 
dealers present further difficulties of a special kind. While some of these 
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private owners are generous and cooperative, others deny access to their 
material or place restrictions on its publication. Furthermore, manuscripts 
in private hands often pass from one collection to another, so that the infor- 
mation concerning them quickly becomes out of date. I have tried to collect 
as much information on privately owned manuscripts as I could, but I am even 
less complete on private than on public or institutional collections. This is 
partly due to lack of information, and partly to my inability to obtain access to 
the material. On the whole, this kind of material constitutes a smaller pro- 
portion of my work than might be expected. For the wealth of uncatalogued 
Renaissance manuscripts in public collections is much larger than most people 
realize. This is especially true of Italy. France represents the only notable 
exception where practically all manuscripts in public libraries have been 
described in printed catalogues. 

A special difficulty attaches to the shelf marks of the manuscripts, and I 
have to say a few words about the subject of ‘‘shelf mark lore” (an occult 
science) because its importance is not sufficiently known or appreciated. 
Shelf marks serve to identify a given manuscript in the library to which it 
belongs, and without a shelf mark a manuscript cannot be found: a shelf 
mark is to a manuscript what an address, or even a proper name, is to a 
person. Hence I have always taken great pains to ascertain the shelf mark of 
any manuscript which I have occasion to cite, and to understand the shelf 
mark systems of the different libraries. In this more than in any other respect, 
each library has its mysteries, and I have tried with varying success over the 
years to be initiated into most of them. The case is easy where serial numbers, 
or combinations of letters and numbers, are sufficient to identify a manuscript 
within its library. But often additional names or signs are needed to distinguish 
various collections or subdivisions of a library, and sometimes the language or 
format or writing material is treated as part of the shelf mark. I mention all 
this because even the publications of famous scholars and institutions sometimes 
cite wrong or incomplete shelf marks, and thus may cause lasting confusion. 
For this reason, I have refused to insert manuscript entries on the authority 
of any monographic study or text edition, but have done so only after due 
verification, by myself or others, in the catalogues of the respective library. 
A scholarly specialist interested in but one or a few manuscripts of a huge 
collection cannot be trusted in these matters, as against the catalogues and 
inventories specifically designed to describe the manuscript collection as a 
whole. A special problem is created in those cases whcre printed catalogues, 
even of good quality, follow a new arrangement peculiar to themselves, and 
different from the original shelf mark system of the library described. In this 
manner, they not only create a false impression of completeness, but also 
confuse, in the matter of shelf marks, all those scholars who use only the printed 
catalogue and have no opportunity to visit the library itself. There are instances 
in learned literature where the original shelf mark of a manuscript, and the 
serial number of the same manuscript in a printed catalogue, are quoted as 
if they were two different manuscripts—thus bearing out almost to the point 
of mathematical certainty the presumption frequently made that manuscripts 
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are cited at second or third hand, even in the case of so-called critical editions. 
In order to alleviate this confusion, I have decided to include in my material 
excerpts from the printed catalogues of Valentinelli for Venice and of Rose 
for Berlin, but have arranged them in the order of the original and valid shelf 
marks. A further complication is caused by the deplorable practice followed 
by some librarians of changing the shelf marks, and even the shelf mark 
systems, of some of the manuscripts in their care. Such a change carries the 
inconvenience that all references to a manuscript found in scholarly literature 
and even in printed catalogues thus become obsolete. For this reason, I include 
excerpts of some collections described in printed catalogues because I am 
able to supply the actual shelf marks not given in the catalogue. This game is 
going on all the time. There is more than one instance where shelf marks 
have been changed in recent years after I had visited a library. When this fact 
has come to my attention, I have been able to add the new shelf marks before 
this work went to press. Yet I am sure this will continue to happen, and thus 
my material will be rapidly subject to depreciation in a number of cases. These 
changes are comparatively harmless if care is taken to keep complete and 
unequivocal concordances between the old and the new shelf marks. The real 
damage is done when no such concordances are kept. In these instances, the 
identification of each individual manuscript known by its former shelf mark 
becomes a serious problem. It may become impossible to find the manuscript 
although it is in the library, and in some instances the manuscript may be 
actually lost, as a result (and perhaps sometimes as a cause) of this unwarranted 
change. Librarians guilty of this crime certainly should be sentenced to the 
hard labour of making a concordance, or a new inventory. Scholars should be 
warned always to ascertain the present shelf marks of a manuscript they wish 
to cite. If they fail to do so, and mention a manuscript with a shelf mark that 
has not been in use for over a hundred years, they arouse the suspicion that 
they (and several of their predecessors; may not actually have looked at the 
manuscript in question. 

There are, of course, other changes to which manuscript collections are 
constantly subjected, losses and deterioration as well as acquisitions. Hence 
I indicate for each collection the date or dates when I saw it. When no such 
date is given, this means that I never visited the library, but derive my inform- 
ation from correspondence. 

I also fear that the accuracy and fullness of my descriptions may be uneven 
from case to case. This is partly due to my scanty familiarity with many areas 
of the vast subject which I have attempted to cover. A scholar well versed in 
the areas which for me are marginal will usually be able to correct me and, 
in particular, those who have seen a manuscript will immediately be ahead of 
me whenever I offer merely a catalogue excerpt, as I know very well from a 
number of instances. Moreover, I took my notes over a long period of time. 
In many instances, those taken at an earlier date are incomplete or defective, 
owing to my initial lack of experience, and I was not always able to revise 
them. The unavoidable practice of consolidating notes taken at different 
times and from different sources may have caused errors or confusion in a 
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number of cases. Above all, the range and focus of my interests shifted in the 
course of my work, and this certainly influenced my attention to individual 
texts and even my criteria of selection. I acquired and also lost interest in a 
number of authors and topics, I learned and forgot many things. And since 
certain data acquire their significance only in conjunction with others, and not 
on first sight, and since we can remember the past, but cannot anticipate the 
future, I may have grasped the relevance of an author or text the second time 
I encountered them, but may have missed them in the first instance. Altogether 
the collecting of material on a large scale is a laborious task, and the opport- 
unities for errors and omissions are practically unlimited. 

Whether all these obvious, and under the circumstances inevitable, short- 
comings are balanced by the usefulness of the information supplied I must 
leave to the judgement of those who may have occasion to refer to this work. 
But I may be permitted to explain what contributions to scholarship I had in 
mind when I undertook to collect and to publish the material presented in 
this work. 

I have the impression that there are some areas of historical scholarship 
where the amount of modern secondary studies is in inverse proportion to 
the number of extant primary sources. In other areas, and Renaissance scholar- 
ship is one of them, there is an enormous wealth of unpublished and unstudied 
source material whose very existence is hardly known to the majority of 
historians working in this period. For only a small number of Renaissance 
historians rely for their work on a direct acquaintance with manuscript sources, 
and even the most learned of them, such as Novati or Sabbadini, deal for the 
most part with single texts, authors or circles rather than with the broad field 
as a whole. Yet the study of any historical area cannot be placed on a solid 
foundation until the relevant primary sources are more or less fully inventoried, 
and thus made available for further study. This has been done in recent times 
by the historians of art and of music, and similar tasks were undertaken and 
in some instances completed a long time ago for classical and patristic literature, 
for medieval history, philosophy and science, and for many other branches 
of study. A comparable effort has not been made for Renaissance humanism 
and philosophy because this subject has never occupied the centre of any 
recognized academic discipline, but has depended for its cultivation upon the 
individual interest of scholars working in the history of philosophy and of 
political thought, of Italian, English and other modern literatures, of classical 
scholarship and of art. It seems necessary for a variety of reasons that this 
task should be undertaken now, while interest in the subject is growing, and 
while the sources are still to a large extent available. Whereas a distinguished 
classicist told me many years ago that Renaissance authors do not deserve to 
be treated with the refined methods worked out by classical scholarship over 
the course of the centuries, I am convinced that the tested methods of any 
established branch of scholarship must be drawn upon by the younger branches, 
and applied to any subject that arouses the legitimate curiosity of scholars and 
students. And since I was told by an official of a noted foundation, as a reason 
for its refusal to support the present work, that such an undertaking is not in 
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keeping with the spirit of our times but should have been carried out in the 
nineteenth century, I should like to reply that the fact that it was not done 
in the nineteenth century is precisely why it must be done now. The nineteenth 
century, in spite of its shortcomings where philosophy and the arts were 
concerned, made definitive contributions to the methods of the historical and 
philological disciplines, which we can no more afford to abandon than its 
contributions to the sciences or to technology. Yet the nineteenth century 
showed serious limitations in that it ignored and neglected many areas of 
historical scholarship as insignificant, and failed to apply its own methods to 
these areas. In revising the judgements of nineteenth-century scholars, historians 
in our century have come to consider many of these neglected areas as interest- 
ing and worthy of study, and thus have been driven to apply to them the 
methods developed by nineteenth-century scholars for other subjects, as well as 
additional methods more recently devised. Renaissance scholarship is one of 
these more recent branches of historical scholarship, and, like many other 
such fields, it is now in the process of building up the scholarly methods and 
apparatus needed for its further development. 

I must also challenge a widespread view that all or most of the important 
writings of the Renaissance have been published, and that the Renaissance 
was the age of the early printed book, in which the manuscript book lost the 
role it had fulfilled in ancient and medieval times. Many historians tend to 
neglect the study of Renaissance manuscripts and to base their stories, and even 
their statistics, on printed sources alone. A distinguished historian of science 
went so far as to make the Renaissance begin with the invention of printing 
and to maintain that only printed texts are important, thus leaving the earlier 
phases of the Renaissance. prior to 1450, in a curious limbo, and attributing 
to modern scholars the magical power of investing the texts which they keep 
publishing from manuscripts with an intrinsic importance which these texts 
previously failed to possess. The actual state of affairs is very different. The 
manuscript book maintained an important role long after 1450, and even 
after 1470, when printing had become reasonably common in Italy. The 
neatly written manuscript of the late fifteenth and. early sixteenth century, 
although in competition with the printed book, still served, like its medieval 
predecessor, as a channel of publication, albeit an old-fashioned one. We might 
even say that a modern scholar who publishes a Renaissance text for the first 
time from one or several manuscripts of the period is merely republishing in 
a more modern medium a work that had already been published through the 
older medium of the manuscript book. The manuscript books found in the 
various libraries are real books, and the Renaissance scholar must learn to 
read them, to refer to them, to study and cite them as such, especially in this 
age when greater facilities for travelling, and in addition the microfilm, have 
made these manuscript books more easily and widely accessible than ever 
before. One task the present work may accomplish, I hope, is to draw attention 
to the existence of this vast untapped source material, and not only to the 
manuscripts described here, but also to those described in the printed catalogues 
of other collections which have been intentionally omitted from this list. 
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It is also hoped that the publication of this list may have an encouraging 
influence upon the care and preservation of these manuscripts, particularly in 
some of the smaller depositories whose guardians may thus come to realize 
more keenly that their material is of genuine interest to scholars throughout 
the civilized world. In view of the grave dangers of our present age, it is desir- 
able to have as many manuscripts as possible reproduced in microfilm, and 
especially the unique or important ones. But whether a manuscript is unique 
or important is not written on its cover or title page: this has to be established 
through comparative study and investigation, and I hope the present list, in 
addition to available printed catalogues and monographic studies, may facili- 
tate this task. 

When I say that I attempt to point to the existence of untapped source 
material, and thus to foster the study and publication of additional sources 
which have not been duly considered in the comprehensive studies and reference 
works available so far, I do not wish to suggest that all of this material is of the 
highest importance or worthy of publication. It does contain many important 
new texts which ought to be published, and many important new manuscripts 
of known texts that ought to be studied and eventually collated. Yet the bulk 
of the material which is of much less significance must be recorded for a variety 
of reasons. Even the bad copies of a known text contribute through their very 
existence to the statistics of its diffusion, just as do its early printed editions. 
The letters or poems of an obscure writer may cast light on the political history 
or the artistic activities of the time, or on the more famous contemporaries 
with whom he was in touch. Moreover, the distribution of the material by 
subjects and by literary genres tells an extremely interesting story about the 
patterns, combinations and mutual relations of intellectual and professional 
disciplines and traditions in the Renaissance. It illuminates in particular the 
place of philosophy and humanism within the framework of Renaissance 
culture, a place quite different not only from that occupied by philosophy in 
our time, but even from that assigned to it in modern histories of the Renaiss- 
ance. It is for the purpose of illustrating this historical place of philosophy 
and humanism in the Renaissance that I have included many literary, scholarly, 
scientific and pseudo-scientific texts which by modern standards would bear no 
relevance to philosophy or humanism, but which by Renaissance standards 
either belonged to it, or, at least, were closely related to it. In other words, I 
hope the material will shed some light on the relations of philosophy and 
humanism with the other sciences and disciplines, with art and with literature; 
it will illustrate the expansion of secular learning and thought as well as the 
persistence of religious beliefs and the significance of ancient and medieval 
texts, influences and traditions. It will bring home to those who are unaware 
of it the enormous wealth of the humanistic learning and literature of fifteenth- 
century Italy. Finally, the mass and distribution of humanist manuscripts 
discloses an Italian cultural empire that extended from Seville to Edinburgh 
and Straengnaes, from Lisbon and Bruges to Cracow and Budapest, and whose 
formative power, even outside Italy and after the end of the Renaissance, has 
been greatly underestimated, on ideological as well as on scholarly grounds,

as against the economic and religious, scientific and artistic contributions of 
the same period. 

The information collected and presented should be primarily of interest to 
the student of Renaissance philosophy and humanism, but it is hoped that 
historians concerned with other aspects of the same period may find some of 
it useful for their own studies. Through personal contacts and correspondence, 
through Renaissance conferences and seminars and through the activities 
and publications of the Renaissance Society of America and of other learned 
societies, I have been made aware of the interests and problems of classical 
scholars and medievalists, of political and church historians, of historians of 
science and of law, of art and of music, and of the various literatures, and I hope 
this experience is reflected in the material I have collected. Many of them are 
likely to consult the work with the help of its indices, and some of them may 
even decide to read it, just as I have enjoyed reading catalogues and invent- 
ories of manuscripts. The work may also be of interest to bibliographers, 
bibliophiles and book dealers. I am afraid it will often make it more difficult 
for them to claim, as they frequently do, that a given manuscript owned or 
studied by them is the only extant or the only known copy of the respective 
text, but in many other instances my list may fortify their belief that a 
manuscript they wish to describe is unique, or at least “peu commun”, to 
use the language of some older sale catalogues. 

Some of the material presented in this work may be claimed to constitute 
actual or potential discoveries which may be developed and exploited by 
myself as well as by other scholars. In order to avoid duplication of work, 
it is a good plan for a scholar who proposes to undertake a critical edition on 
the basis of data supplied in this work to find out whether somebody else is 
already engaged on the same task. Such scholars are advised to get into touch 
with the Institut de Recherches et d’Histoire des Textes in Paris, which, at a 
recent meeting of the International Federation of Renaissance Societies and 
Institutes, agreed to serve as a clearing house for such text editions. 

I may be allowed to add a word about textual discoveries since they con- 
stitute the greatest object of ambition and pride in the search for manuscripts. 
Many years ago, Antonio Favaro, in a review of Mabilleau’s book on Cremo- 
nini, censured that scholar because he claimed to have discovered certain 
manuscripts of his author in the University Library of Padua, whereas these 
manuscripts had been duly registered in the handwritten inventory of that 
library, and their existence was known to its director.! By this token, very 
few discoveries contained in this work or claimed by other recent scholars 
deserve the name, for the vast majority of manuscripts is recorded and briefly 
described in some handwritten inventory preserved on the spot. Yet I am in- 
clined to maintain that a scholar who cites a manuscript for the first time in 
a study dealing with its author or subject matter and thus introduces the 
manuscript into the main stream of relevant scholarship may claim to have 
discovered it, regardless of whether the manuscript had previously been listed

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in a handwritten or even in a printed catalogue. A scholar is merely bluffing, 
and yielding to vanity, if he fails to mention the printed or handwritten cata- 
logues which set him on the track of his discovery, counting (rightly, I am 
afraid) upon the inexperience of his fellow scholars, let alone of the general 
reader or student, in the ways and secrets of manuscript research. The present 
work is prompted by a different attitude. I have attempted to disclose many 
hidden treasures, rather than to reserve them for myself, although it often 
involved more time, persistence and ingenuity to track them down than may 
appear on the surface. I believe, however, that there has been a significant shift 
of attitude among scholars within the present generation or so. There is less 
emphasis on individual adventure, and more on scholarly organization and 
cooperation on a broader institutional, professional and even international 
scale. This does not mean that the time for individual scholarly initiative has 
passed. That will never be the case, as long as it does not become possible for 
impersonal organizations to have ideas or to write books. But it is true that the 
progress of scholarship, in our field as in others, requires some investigations 
which depend on a cooperative effort and institutional support since an 
individual scholar could not hope to accomplish them alone, even if he were 
able to devote his undivided attention to them. Those who regret the prospect 
that the present work may actually have narrowed the range of further dis- 
coveries in our field may take comfort in its very shortcomings. There are many 
gaps and errors, and I hope they will be filled and corrected by others. And 
I am also sure that even among the texts which I have listed correctly, there 
are many whose real significance and 1elevance will be better understood by 
other scholars than by myself. 

Although this work appears under my name, it actually is a cooperative 
enterprise; and I wish to extend my warmest thanks to a large number of 
institutions and persons who have made its completion and publication 
possible, or have contributed to it in a variety of ways. The Warburg Institute 
has given constant encouragement to my project through its directors, the late 
Fritz Saxl, the late Henry Frankfort, Gertrud Bing and E. H. Gombrich. It 
has taken an active part in the editorial arrangements through Professor 
Charles Mitchell, helped with the proof-reading through Miss Anne Marie 
Meyer, and contributed to the costs of printing, after having agreed to publish 
the work jointly with Messrs E. J. Brill of Leiden. The Bollingen Foundation 
granted a very substantial subsidy and thus made the publication of the entire 
work possible. The American Council of Learned Societies contributed a 
special subsidy for the publication of this first volume, and another one for 
clerical and editorial assistance. The American Philosophical Society helped 
me with a number of grants for travelling expenses and clerical assistance. 
The Columbia University Council for Research in the Social Sciences made 
repeated grants for travelling expenses and microfilms, and pledged an addi- 
tional subsidy for the publication of this work. I am indebted to Columbia 
University for several leaves of absence, to the Scuola Normale Superiore in 
Pisa for its hospitality in 1935-38, and again in 1949 and 1952, to the Fulbright 
Committee for Italy for a Fellowship in 1952, to the John Simon Guggenheim 
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Memorial Foundation for a Fellowship in 1958, to the Institute for Advanced 
Study for a membership granted to me during the academic year of 1954-55, 
and again during the winter term of 1961, and to the Ford Foundation for a 
contribution to the expenses of my trip to Poland in 1958. I am indebted for 
their approval of my project to the Committee on Publications of the American 
Philosophical Association, to the Columbia University Seminar on the Renais- 
sance, to the Mediaeval Academy of America, to the Renaissance Society of 
America, and to the Secretary of the Modern Language Association of America, 
Prof. G. W. Stone. I have also received much encouragement and valuable 
information from the Institut de Recherches et d’Histoire des Textes, and 
from its director, Mile J. Vielliard. 

I should like to add a number of cultural agencies in various countries who 
greatly facilitated my work through their official approval: the Direzione 
Generale delle Accademie e Biblioteche in Italy, the Kabinet pro Studia 
Recka, Rimsk4 a Latinské of the Czechoslovakian Academy of Sciences, the 
Deutsche Akademie der Wissenschaften zu Beilin, the Polish Academy of 
Sciences, the Instituto para a Alta Cultura in Portugal, the Cultural Exchange 
Office (VOKS) in Russia, the Direccion General de Bibliotecas, the Consejo

The mss. of group A, and those of group B to 
no. 1945, are described in Mazzatinti (vols. 30, 
32, 36, 40, 43, 47, 53, 69, 75, 79). About 200 mss. 
of group A and a few of group B, were lost or 
damaged during the last war, and a list of these 
mss. was published by F. Mancini (L’ Archiginnasio 
XLVI-XLVII, 1951-52, p. 26-33). For the mss. 
not yet described in Mazzatinti (up to B 6000, 
and the collections Gozzadini, Mezzofanti, and 
autographs), there is only a large alphabetical 
card tile, in 20 trays. I did not attempt to go 
through it, but did some sampling for a number 
of authors connected with Bologna. The result 
was negative for the following authors: Alex.

Most of the mss. of this library were described 
in printed catalogues by L. Frati. He described 
the Latin and the Italian mss. separately, the for- 
mer in Studi italiani di filologia classica (XVI 1908, 
103-432; XVII 1909, 1-171), the latter in Mazza- 
tinti’s Inventari (XV 1909, 5-176; XVII 1910-11, 
5-181; XIX 1912, 5-176; XXI 1914, 5-192; 
XXIII 1915, 5-164; XXV 1916-17, 5-216; XXVII 
1923, 5-167). In separating thus the Latin and 
Italian mss., he introduced his own serial numbers, 
giving the original continuous shelf marks of the 
library only in parentheses. He also skipped a few 
mss., sometimes failed to mention texts contained 
in the mss. he describes, and sometimes gave 
too summary descriptions. 

The library has a handwritten inventory in 4 
vols., entitled Catalogo dei Manoscritti della 
Biblioteca Universitaria di Bologna. | checked 
this inventory for the numbers skipped by Frati, 
and for the mss. acquired after the publication of 
his catalogues. I shall not list the mss., except 
for additions or corrections.

ms. 2948 is the famous collection of 36 vols., 
known as the Miscellanea Tioli. Frati merely 
mentions it (Mazzatinti XXIII, p. 148, n. 1546), 
but docs not analyze its content, and merely 
refers to a rare monograph by Francesco Cancel- 
lieri (Notizie delle vita e delle Miscellanee di

It lists, in the section 
on musical treatises, along with the printed 
books of the library, its collection of mss. con 
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taining such treatises (vol. I, p. 157-268; 347-356). 
Gaspari lists all theoretical mss. of the library. 
He follows an alphabetical order, by authors, and 
does not always indicate the age of the mss. He 
does not regularly indicate the pages or folios on 
which a treatise is found, and he gives no shelf 
marks (they are entered in ink in the library copy). 
Hence it is not always clear from Gaspari whether 
several works are found in the same manuscript, 
and in which order.

The printed catalogue which was begun by 
C. Paoli and has been continued by E. Rostagno 
and Teresa Lodi is adequate (/ codici Ashburn- 
hamiani della R. Biblioteca Medicco-Laurenziana 
di Firenze, in the series Indici e Catalaghi, pub- 
lished by the Ministero dell’Istruzione Pubblica, 
vol. VIII). The first five fascicules listing 242 mss. 
appeared 1887-1917. Fascicule 6 by E. Rostagno 
and T. Lodi (1948, p. 401-80) describes nos.(243- 
288. It should be noted that the catalogue uses 
its own serial numbers which differ from the 
actual shelf marks. The actual shelf mark is the 
Number appearing first in parentheses whereas 
the second number in parentheses is that of the 
Preliminary printed list of 1884. For example, 
the first manuscript described in the printed 
catalogue is given as: I (17.-2). This is cod. Laur. 
Ashb. 17, listed in the preliminary printed list of 
1884 as no. 2, and in the printed catalogue as 
no. |. Since the new catalogue has no index yet, 
I am giving from it a selection of relevant manus- 
cripts.

For the Ashbumham mss. not yet described 
in the new catalogue, the official list used in the 
library is a reprint of the preliminary list (“‘Rela- 
zione alla Camera dei Deputati e Disegno di 
Legge per I'Acquisto di codici appartenenti alla 
Biblioteca Ashburnham descritti nell’annesso cata- 
logo”, reprinted from Ministero della Pubblica 
Istruzione, Bollettino Ufficiale X 1884, pp. 390- 
395, 478-488, 555-566, 626-642, 709-723). This 
reprint contains handwritten addenda, and also 
has the actual shelf marks added in red ink. This 
list is thoroughly inadequate. The actual shelf 
marks tum out to be the original numbers of the 
Libri mss. of the Ashburnham Library (Catalogue 
of the Manuscripts at Ashburnham Place, Part 
the First comprising a collection formed by Pro- 
fessor Libri, London, n.d.). Since both lists are 
rare, and since the Italian list fails to give the 
actual shelf marks whereas the older English 
list contains a number of mss. which went to 
Paris and not to Florence, I am giving a selection 
of relevant mss. from these lists. Those mss. which 
went to Paris and which were described by L. 
Delisle (Catalogue des manuscrits des Fonds Libri 
et Barrois, Paris, 1888) account for the different 
numbering between the Italian list of 1884 
(which goes up to no. 1826) and the catalogue of 
the original Libri collection in the Ashburnham 
Library (which has 1923 nos.). I am giving the 
actual shelf mark first, and in parentheses the 
number as given in the printed list of 1884.

The same list, with the addition of no. 1927, is 
added in handwriting in the library copy of the 
list of 1884, under the title: ‘“‘Appendice dei codici 
Ashbumham sopranumerari all’ Inventario Itali- 


ano.” This group has nothing to do with the 
“Appendix” of the Ashburnham Library (sold in 
1899 and now scattered). The group called Ashb. 
app. consists of about 100 mss. which were part 
of the Libri collection, but were not described in 
the Ashbumham-Libri catalogue. They appear in 
the Ashburnham Index (A Catalogue of the 
Manuscripts at Ashburnham Place, London, 1853, 
Alphabetical Index) as Libri mss. without num- 
bers. In Narducci's list they were enumerated as 
an appendix of the Italian list of 1884, beginning 
with no 1827. Since these mss. had no original 
Ashbumham-Libri numbers, they retained Nar- 
ducci’s numbers, but they are called mss. Ashb. 
app., to distinguish them from the main group of 
Ashburnham mss. with the same serial numbers.

Fondo Magliabechiano 


This important collection is divided, according 
to subject matter, into 40 classes of unequal size 
(for a list of the classes, see Accademie e Biblio- 
teche vol. Il fasc. 6, 1928-29, p. 102-103). Only 
the first six classes, and the first 1000 mss. of 
class VIL have been completely described in 
print (Mazzatinti, l.c., vols. XII-XIII). For the 
remainder of Class VII, and for the other classes, 
the only complete listing is in the handwritten 
inventory of the Fondo Magliabechiano proper 
(iL vols.) and in the additional inventory of the 
Strozzi mss. (2 vols.). The Strozzi mss. have been 
divided into the same 40 classes as the Maglia- 
bechi mss. and continue their numeration within 
each class. Since they are thus identitied by Class 
and number, they are commonly referred to as 
Magliabechiani Strozziani, or simply as Maglia- 
bechiani (constituting merely he higher num- 
bers of the latter in each class). During the 
last century, the collection suffered many losses, 
and subsequently many mss. were transferred to 
the Fondo Principale or other collections. These 
losses and transfers are indicated in the so-called 
Vacchetta ( Repertorio numerico Manoscritti, Fondo 
Magliabechi) which must be checked in each 
instance. The Vacchetta also indicates at the 
end of each class some mss. not described in the 
inventory. I have omitted in my list the mss. trans- 
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ferred to the Fondo Principale or other collections, 
but shall include, with the relevant notation, the 
mss. marked as lost in the Vacchetta.

The following mss. belong to an appendix of 
Class VIII that is called Vari and consists of 27 
miscellaneous volumes. These volumes consist 
each of a number of small fascicules bound to- 
gether, and each fascicule carries a serial number 
which indicates its former shelf mark in Class 
VIII of the Magliabechiani. There is no internal 
numbering for the fascicules within the present 
volumes. The bulk of this appendix consists of 
letters of the seventeenth century, most of them 
addressed to Magliabechi. I went through the 
volumes, and shall give the comparatively few 
items that are of earlier date, with their respective 
former shelf marks. There is no separate inventory 
for this appendix, but each fascicule is listed under 
its former number in the inventory of the Fondo 
Magliabechiano.

The manuscripts are almost completely but 
inadequately listed in a printed catalogue in 
which 3588 mss. are briefly described (/nventario 
e stima della Libreria Riccardi: Manoscritti e 
edizioni del s. XV, Florence, 1810, p. 1-61). How- 
ever, this catalogue has no indices. The mss. listed 
as nos. 2992-3588 have received new numbers. 
The library copy gives these new numbers, as 
well as some corrections, and a list of additional 
manuscripts up to 3955. This catalogue will be 
referred to as Inventario. Mss. 1-97 and a few 
other mss. have been described by G. Vitelli 
(“Indice de’ codici greci Riccardiani Maglia- 
bechiani e Marucelliani’’, Studi Italiani di Filo- 
logia classica Il, 1894, 471-570). However, this 
catalogue fails to give a complete or adequate 
description of the Latin and Italian content of the 
Greek mss. 

Mss. 1002-1700 have been completely and 
adequately described by S. Morpurgo (/ manoscritti 
della R. Biblioteca Riccardiana di Firenze, Manos- 
critti italiani, vol. 1, fasc. 1-9, Rome, 1893-1900, 
in the series: Indici e Catalughi, published by the 
Ministero della Pubblica Istruzione, no. XV). 
No descriptions will be given for mss. in this 
group. The old catalogue by J. Lamius (Caralogus 
codicum manuscriptorum qui in Bibliotheca Riccar- 
diana Florentina adservantur, Livorno, 1756) is 
sull useful. It is arranged alphabetically, does 
not give the actual shelf marks nor any folio 
numbers, and describes only the old nucleus of 
the collection, without its later acquisitions. 
However, there is a typed concordance between 


the old shelf marks used by Lami and the new 
ones, which Dottoressa Irma Merolle Tondi 
kindly made available to me. Moreover, there is 
a handwritten folio volume, entitled Catalogo 
dei Mss. Riccardiani which serves as an alphabet- 
ical index by authors and titles, covers the entire 
collection and gives the actual shelf marks 
(except for mss. 2992-3955). 

I shall first give a list of mss. not seen by me, 
in the numerical order of their actual shelf marks, 
basing myself on Lami, the Inventario of 1810, 
and the handwritten Catalogo, and omitting the 
mss. described by Morpurgo. In those cases where 
the entry is based on Lami alone, there are un- 
fortunately several sources of error: Sometimes 
Lami gives a wrong shelf mark, sometimes the 
concordance between the old and new shelf marks 
is defective, and in some instances mss. have been 
lost, and the number is now occupied by a different 
manuscript. Moreover, the sequence of the texts 
in the ms. is uncertain since Lami gives no folio 
numbers.

This library was severely damaged during the 
war, but most of its more important mss. are 
probably preserved. In 1937, I described several 
mss., and took the following notes from an alpha- 
betical card file which was destroyed during the 
war. In 1949, I saw at the Palazzo Rosso a typed 
checklist of the mss. and rare books that had 
been stored away in crates and were not yet 
accessible. In 1955, the work of taking the mss. 
out of the crates and rearranging them on shelves 
had just begun, and I was able to verify a few 
mss., with the help of Dott. Marchini. He has 
continued this work since, and is now preparing 
a new catalogue of the mss. Since my last visit, 
several mss. have becn verified for me by Dott.

This collection which belongs to the Marchesa 
Matilde Negrotto Cambiaso Giustiniani is not 
accessible to the public. I was permitted to see 
the two mss. which interested me most. A few 
mss. were described by G. L. Oderico (‘‘Osser- 
vazioni... sopra alcuni codici della libreria di 
G. F. Durazzo," Giornale Ligustico VII-VIII 
1881, 3-27; 49-64; 95-120; 142-56; 180-94; 236-47; 
273-88; 299-316; 331-62). The whole collection 
is described in arareand elusive printed catalogue: 
Cataloga della Biblioteca di un amatore Bibliofilo, 
Italia (sic), n.d., 251 pp. This catalogue on which 
the following excerpts are based is arranged alpha- 
betically.

The latter also contain letters of 
literary personages that were never a part of the 
autograph collection and hence cannot be located 
so easily. 

The autograph collection in its original com- 
pleteness is covered by an inventory (no. 159) 
entitled: Personaggi pit notevoli. This inventory 
is arranged by professional categories, and in a 
roughly alphabetical order within each category. 
It does not give the actual shelf marks. The latter 
may be ascertained by another inventory (no. 662) 
entitled Autografi. It appears that the autographs 
belonging to Homini celebri (Scienziati e Letterati) 
are arranged in alphabetical order in vols. 107-159 
of the autograph collection (except for those 
that have been transferred). A new inventory 
which gives fuller data is now being prepared 
and has reached the letter P. I shall give a list of 
relevant names from no. 159, adding in some 
instances data derived from the new inventory 
or from an examination of (or an enquiry about) 
the actual document.

This collection seems to consist largely of mss. 
formerly or actually appended to printed editions. 
The shelf marks of a large part of this collection 
were changed shortly before the last war. A few 
mss. of this group were lost during the war. 
The Sussidio is covered by an index of authors in 
one typed volume entitled Appendix (by M. 
Cogliati, 1938). It gives the actual shelf marks 
only. There is an older index by A. Amelli, which 
gives both the old and the new shelf marks. 
However, there are occasional mistakes in the 
shelf marks as given, and I was not always able 
to verify a text in a ms. as indicated in the indices.

The main 
source for the following notes is the handwritten 
inventory in which the collection is completely 
described: Inventario Generale di tutti i Codici 
Manoscritti della Biblioteca Nazionale (5 ms. vols.).

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INDEX 


This is primarily an index of proper names. An attempt has been made to enter anonymous texts 
under their titles, subjects or literary genres. Names have been italicized when the reference is never to 
authors of texts (or senders of letters), and roman characters have been used if the person appears at 
least once as an author. Page numbers have been italicized when the name to which they refer does 
Not appear as an author, whereas roman numerals indicate that the name occurs at least once as an 
author. A page number is followed by an asterisk when the same name appears more than once on 
that page. Apocryphal writings have been entered under the authors to whom they were attributed, and 
translators and commentators have been treated as authors. 

In this index the names do not always appear in the same form as in the catalogue, since an attempt 
has been made to collect all mentions of the same person under a single entry. In the catalogue, the 
same person may appear in many disguises: now under his Latin, now under his vernacular name, 
each in a great variety of different spellings, or under his first name only, followed by a place-name or 
a title. Moreover, in the catalogue the difference between Latin and vernacular names has often been 
used as a short indication of the language of the text in a given manuscript, a criterion that obviously 
has no validity for the index. The choice of main entry has not been determined by consistency (the 
shibboleth of many bibliographers), but rather by usage and convenience, so that a person is placed 
under that form or part of his name by which he is best known to scholars. The vernacular form of well- 
known family names has been given preference, whereas humanists are often entered under their Latin 
names. On the whole, family names have been given preference; and first names have been chosen for 
the main entry when no family name, but only the place of birth, the father’s name, or a title, or nothing 
but the first name, is known. Popes and the members of ruling families are usually entered under their 
first names. If a person appears in the catalogue under a name that would make him alphabetically 
remote from the main entry, a cross reference is given. Yet the user should look under each possible 
form, or part, of the name of a given person before concluding that the person is not mentioned in 
the index or in the volume. Little known persons, however, or names that occur in incomplete or 
ambiguous forms, may still be listed in more than one place, for though I have used such obvious 
sources of reference as Chevalier, Eubel or Litta, it was clearly impossible to undertake extensive 
additional research for the index alone. Even so, the indexing has permitted me to correct a few wrong 
attributions, or to identify the authors of certain anonymous texts. Yet in most instances, the users of 
this volume who are interested in detailed information concerning specific persons or authors will 
merely find an initial lead to follow. I have sometimes departed from alphabetical order to put together 
members of the same family who occur under such variant names as Ricci, Riccio, Riccius and de Ricciis. 

I should like to thank Mrs. Naomi Taylor, who prepared most of the entries of the index from the 
proof sheets, and my students Mr. Jay Van Hook, Miss Eleanor Johnson, Mr. George McCully, and 
especially Mr. Henry Shapiro, who helped me with the alphabetizing of the entries. The editing and 
typing of the index has taken much more of my own time than I had anticipated, and has caused regret- 
table delay in the publication of the volume.
